N ew Y obk, May S0:h.—A terrible acci­ 
dent occurred on the Brooklyn bridge at 
ha'.f-paet 4 o’clock. 
Tha bridge was crowded 
to it» utmost capacity at that hour. On the 
platform on the New York tower the jam be­ 
came so great that many persons fainted, 
A 
cry of distress was raised, and a dreadful 
struggle began between the panic stricken 
crowds coming from the east and west. 
A 
number were, it is reported, crushed to death, 
la the end the crowd coming from the Brook­ 
lyn side prevailed, and ruehed toward tha 
New York anchoring, trampirg down every­ 
thing in its way. 
Men, women and children 
were 
trodden 
under 
foot, 
and falling 
down the 
stepi 
ieading to 
the 
tower 
platform, 
were 
buried 
under 
a 
mass 
of 
struggling 
humanity 
many 
feet 
high. As soon as the news of the disaster was 
conveyed to the New York station by the 
oiBet of the panic-stricken crowd, the police 
were called and the bridge was closed. The 
work cf removing the crushed ai d wcunded 
then began. A number were taken to the 
City Hall police Btation, and others to the 
Chambsra-street Hospital. The police report 
at least ten or fifteen killed, but as yet it is 
impossible to say whom or how many. Of 
the seven wounded who rre in the City Hall 
station, one, B. Reychers, a cigarmaker of 
No. 335 Delaney street, is now dying. 
The 
excitement at the entrance to the bridge is 
intense. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
N ew Y o rk , Msy 30th,—A fearful catas­ 
trophe occurred on the Eaat river bridge this 
afternoon, by which a large number of peo­ 
ple have lost tbeir lives. 1 he narrowness of 
the foot way for pasrengers is the cause of the 
horror. 
Toe majority cf the dead are so far 
not known. A t 4 o’clock the long line of 
people on foot in the center walk of the 
structure, going from and coming to this city, 
thickened and swelled, and stopped in its mo­ 
tion just at tho Etr.irs leading from the con­ 
crete roadway to the bridge prouer. 
Strong 
men and feeblo women, manhood and it fancy, 
were wedged together in that fearful pressure 
of the crowd, which extecdsd fir a mile, we 
might say, on either end of Ihe line. 
It was 
a remorseless, fearful, stupi i*force, that held 
its victims as immovable ss the stone foun­ 
dation of the bridge itse'f. 
The stoppage 
lasted nearly an hour, daring which time 
scores cf people fainted. To relieve the j vm 
the bridge officials removed soma cf the iron 
pilirg a few feet from the stairway oú the 
New York side, when of course there was an 
immediate, rush to that point, and a large 
number fell, helter-skelter, heels over head, 
down on the jagged, gravelly road beneath, a 
mass of braised and discolored human flesh. 
Soores were trampled upon and instantly 
killed. 
TO STUMBLE WAS DEATH. 
Men were dragged out of that heap of help­ 
less humanity with faces turned to indigo and 
the life-blood trickling out of their nostrils. 
Children and women were there, pale, dishev­ 
elled and dead. Ths roadway on either side 
of the walk was strewed with dead and dying 
—a pitiable eight—and yet it is said no effort 
was made by the bridge officials to stop the 
people coming on the bridge. The dead and 
dying were carried cff on wagons, carts, etc., 
in? .rovis d ¡ n the moment for scrvicp, and it 
was n long time before the police arrived and 
anything like order was restored, or ambu­ 
lances appeared. 
Meanwhile teams were 
rushing both ways at full gallop over the road­ 
ways, why no onacculd tell, threatening the 
lives of those on foot who were attempiing to 
help the unfortunate victims. Men shouted 
themselves hoarse to “ Clear the way.’’ 
Wagons rattling over tha rough stones, and 
men and women crying in nil directions, made 
it a bedlam indeed. 
A party of men in uni­ 
form did some service at this spot, as volun­ 
teer police, to check the vulgar and curious. 
A t the Chambers-strcet Hospital there are 
lying thirteen dead bodies—six unknown men 
and six unknown women, and Gsorge Smith, 
of 42 Wall street. The office was filled with 
people making frantic inquiries for missing 
friends and with hysterical women. 
AT THE CUT HALL. 
The scene in the City Hall police station 
was Limply terrible—women Ecreaming and 
wringing their hsnda, men with torn cloth­ 
ing and bleeding faces. All found forms of 
wounded friends. Most cf the unconscious 
were lying beside the walls. Every now and 
again a frantic mother would iu>h in, inquir­ 
ing for some on9 lost, but there were none to 
answer her, for the revival of ths insensible 
occupied all thoughts. 
The jingle of tbs 
ambulance bells added to the confusion, as 
wagon after wagon drove up to the door and 
surgeons descended. 
A perfect stream of 
unconscious forms was borne to i he station 
on stretchers, as the ambulances were filled 
and driven away. 
PERSONAL EXPERIENCES. 
“ I was walking along the bridge toward 
the New York entrance,” Biid a man who 
held a young girl, who was crying bitterly, 
by the hand, “ when I heard shouting and 
screaming suddenly arise in front of me. 
Then I saw hats, sticks and hands stretched 
aloft, and with one scream the whole dense 
mass surged and swayed toward the gates. I 
suppose the people thought the bridge was 
coming down ; any way they fought, screamed 
and yelled 
like demons. 
Children and 
women were knocked down and trampled 
upon, and I was borne irresistibly along. 
Then I found this little girl, who had lost her 
friends, and here we ere, safe, thank God.” 
The little girl, between her sobs, said her 
name was Flora Davie, of 92 Lewis street. 
“ I went on the bridge,” said Charles 
Bright, of 59 Third street, Brooklyn, “ at 
about 4 o’clock, and as I was approaching 
the river span I found myself unable to move 
either backward or forward. 
\Vomcn and 
children commenced ecreaming. 
Hundreds 
of men climbed with great difficulty into the 
beams running over the rails, and made their 
way to the carriage way. Many let them­ 
selves drop through the bo wen beams, and 
were caught by those beneath. A number of 
women escaped in this way. The police and 
other» helped pull out the dead and flying, 
and they were laid on the roadway until the 
ambulances came. The shrieks of the chil­ 
dren in the pathway were blood-curdling. 
They cried, * H elp ! help! Save me, for 
God’s sake ! ’ but where we were we could do 
nothing.” 


THE s u p e r in t e n d e n t ’s s t a t e m e n t. 
Mr. Martin, Superintendent of the biidge, 
was seen by a reporter five minntes after the 
accident. He said : 
“ Five minutes before 
word came to my office about the catastro­ 
phe I received an answer to my usual Inquiry 
that everything was going on smoothly on 
the bridge, and the pedestrians moving along 
quietly. I certainly have no idea what caused 
the horrible tragedy, as various accounts have 
reached me from four different sources. 
I 
hear, however, that the panic was brcu ;ht 
about by a gang of pickpockets. 
The New 
York policemen had warned us that thieves 
and bunko men were working on the bridge, 
but as none of them were identified we eould 


do nothing. 
As soon as I heard of the 
crush I ordered the roadway» open, and the 
people are going across that way now.” 


THE “ SUN’S ” REPORT. 
From the S u n extra the following is taken : 
There was a crush at the steps of the New 
York approach of the Brooklyn bridge this 
afternoon. A panic followed, and at least 
fourteen 
people were killed 
and many 
wounded. 
The crush began shortly betore 4 
o’clock, at which hour there were thousands of 
people on the bridge, most cf them comingfrom 
Brooklyn. The air was clear and brisk, and 
the people were rapidly walking. As the 
crowd approached, the short flight of steps 
those in front pushed back, for fear they 
would be precipitated over the steps, a dis­ 
tance of about six feet. 
These people, ip 
drav.. 
"V fro 
.he steps, made the 
nucleus i 
r tho thousand» behind 
them pusheu u . unheeding. 
Almost in­ 
stantly the people began to Bhout, “ Stsnd 
back!” and “ Give us room!” Meanwhile 
tho crowd from New York, which was at the 
foot of the Bteps, got blocked. 
The men at 
the head cf the New Yo.-k crowd fought 
their way back, leaving a clear space at the 
foot of tho steps. The crowding and shout­ 
ing 
from 
the 
Brooklyn 
side 
in- 
creoaed. 
It was utterly inexplicable. The 
poople in the advance guard cf the Brooklyn 
crowd were pushed toward tho steps. Th6y 
seemed to have a horror of going over the 
stepe, although the tight is only five to six 
feet. They locked armsi and poshed furi­ 
ously back against the thousauda coming 
steadily over from Brooklyn. In a few min­ 
utes there was a slow yielding to the frightful 
pressure from behind, and tha front of the 
crowd was forced nearor and nearer to the 
edge of the step?, where 


CHILDREN WERE SCREAMING FOR HELP 
And shouting confusedly. 
Um brellas, par­ 
cels and canes were thrown over the rails by 
people who needed their hands to fight their 
way out of the desperate crowd. 
A t last, 
with a single desperate shriek, th at cut 
through the clamor cf a thousand voices, a 
ycung girl, who lost her footing on tha peril­ 
ous edge, fell headlong. 
She struck the 
hatchway at ths foot of tbo steps, and lay for 
a moment. 
She raised herself on her hands, 
and would have got up, but in another mo­ 
m ent she was buried four deep under the 
bodies of others who fell over the steps after 
her. 
She wos dead when they got her cut, 
more than half an hour afterward. 
M ca 
sprang upon the rails a t the side and waved 
the crowds back from tho New Y ork and 
Brooklyn tides, b at tha people continued to 
crowd on toward the steps. No police v. ere in 
sight, and tho exciten eat grew v o r,e. 
Men 
in the crowd lifted their children above their 
heads to eave them from the crush. 
People 
were still paying their pennies at both gates 
and equeezing in. 
A t last the pec pie at the 
New Y ork end of the biidge understood wha** 
was happening. 
The gatos were closed, and 
word waB sent to Brooklyn to cloee the gates 
there. 
Messengers were sent to the police 
station in Oak street, but before any outside 
belp came tha bridge police, assisted by citi­ 
zens, impressed two grocers’ wagons into am ­ 
bulance service. 
They were 


LOADED UP WITH THE DEAD AND DYING, 
And driven off the bridge, followed by crowds 
of distracted men and womeD. 
As the 
wagons came out cn the street they were 
obliged to stop to allow a brilliantly-uni­ 
formed band, playing music, to pas3 up 
Chatham street. 
Twelve dead bodies had 
been laid in tho bareme-nt cf the Chambers- 
6trect Hospital at <3 o’clock. 
Two of the dead 
were identified as George Sm ith and Ellen 
Eiordan. 
Among the wounded were F . E . 
Dale, W ilhemina Lcewe, Thomas ldeardon, 
M rs. Charle» Vogelor, M annie Sm ith, Ellen 
Requa and Frank Barnet. 
Among the un­ 
conscious were two unidentified men and 
women and a boy and girl: 
I t was not until 
the dead wagons came out th at the public 
knew anything of the catastrophe. 
The 
wagons were followed off the bridge by women 
crying for their children, and men crying for 
their wi ’es. 
Several cf the women were half 
naked, and many had on only rags. 
One 
woman had both her shoes torn off. 
Almost 
all were dieheviled and crying. 
Their faces 
were white, and in many instances were cov­ 
ered w ith dust and dirt. 
Mrs. Edw ard 
O’Colburn, of Brooklyn, came into Chatham 
street with her baby in h9r arms, when the 
crowd rushed over her. 
The baby was found, 
but the mother is missing. 


STATEMEST OF ANOTHER ETE-WITNES9. 
H . Abercrombie, of Skaneateles, said: 
“ After seeing the parade I went on the 
bridge. 
A t 3:30 P. M. I was twenty-five 
yards from the steps, and walked toward 
them. I noticed a jam on the steps, and stood 
waiting. There was an immense throng. A 
man got cn the iron-woik and beckoned the 
crowd to go back. 
He was not a policeman. 
I saw no policemen there. I heard a scream, 
and several other screams followed. 
The 
crowd surged back, and I jumped over the 
fence. The jam centered on the Bteps. I 
went along the side and walked along and 
hung to the railing with one hand. Just as I 
got up on tfie north Bide of the fence, the crowd 
swayed toward New Yoik, and threw a girl 
down from the right hand corner. She went 
over sidewise and forward, and fell on her 
face. 
Then four men and a woman fell on 
her. 
The crowd cried ‘ Everybody come 
over, and get away, for God’s sake.’ I have 
been used to handling small gárgs of men, 
and I yelled for them to get ever the rail, and 
pulled a man over. I got him over, and a 
woman next to him, and after a hard struggle 
got them so that they stood along the iron 
work. Meantime the throng was wedged at 
the scene of the accident. 
The tide was 
coming from Brooklyn, as the New York 
entrance was closed to all but reporters and 
thoBe engaged in carrying off the dead and 
wounded. It was not until a quarter cf 6 
tia t a squad of police were sent on the 
bridge and the crowd was thinned.” 


PARTIAL LIST OF THE VICTIMS. 


Two more bodies, one a boy of 15 and the 
other a young woman, are lying at the police 
station unidentified ; also F. E. Dale, of No. 
'9 Henry street; Wilhemina Loewe, cf No. 
190 Monroe Btreet; two unknown women ; 
Mrs. C. Vogle, of No. 32 West Twenty-sixth 
street; Minnie Smith, of No. 215 Boston 
street; Ellen Regar, of 62 Horatio street; 
an unknown boy and g irl; Mattie A. Styles, 
of 257 Grove Btreet, Jersey City. Following 
is a partial list of the wounded : Frank Bar­ 
rett, of 19 M ott stree*, left arm broken ; his 
little boy and his mother were with him ;

Terney, aged 18, of St. M ark’s avenue, 
Brooklyn, injured about the body ; Lester 
Keque, severely injured; John Keller, of 
West Farms, missing ; Ignacco Auteparia, of 
282 Seventh avenue, bruised; Anne Gold­ 
stein, of 59 East Broadway, heed badly in 
jured; S&rsh Gaertaner, a young girl, of 27 


Suffolk street, bruised on head, arms and 
legs. 
In the New York Hospital the list will yet 
be extended. 
It is reported that many 
wounded, perhaps some of the dead, were 
driven straight to their homes when they 
reached Chatham street, instead of to the 
City Hall station. 
Inquiries are making for maDy persons 
missing, and supposed to have been on the 
bridge at the time of tho accident. 
Among 
these were Edward E. Calborr, aged 30, of 
Williamsburg, who got separated from his 
father and brother in the crush on the bridge. 
He had not turned up at midnight, but his 
hat was found ia ths Ock-street station. J. 
F. Smith, cf Van Brant street, Brooklyn; 
Michael Carly, aged 25. of No. SO Henry 
street; Thomas Finnegan, aged 11, of No. 
724 West Eleventh street—all left their 
homes half an hour before the accident to go 
on the bridge, are mifsirg. 
Rsv. Wm. H. Rsoc', cf 156 Washington 
street, Brooklrn, recovered his valise, with 
his sermons and umbrella, at the Oak-street 
station. 
He lost them in the crurii, while 
trying to help a m at with a child out. 
Both 
escaped. 
The following is a list of injured reported 
to the New York Hospital at m idnight: 
Peter Regan, scalp wound ; unknown maDf 
ribi and arms broken. 
Wi)3U the approach was cleared at last, it 
was literally covered with aiticles of clothing 
and personal property, abandoned in the 
Btruggle. 
They were viewed with amazement 
by pecp’e coming over from Brooklyn who 
had not heard c i the disaster.. 
Ia the excitement of the crush, Wm. Ox­ 
ford, aged 45, a drunken man, deliberately 
jumped from tho bridge approach into Will­ 
iam street, and received severe internal in­ 
juries aud external bruises. 
The place where the accident occurred is 
the danger spot In the structure. 
CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 
N ew Y o rk , May 31st—a . m.—The Trib­ 
une gives briefly the cause of the accident: 
As nearly as can be learned, some ruffianly 
young men, who thought' the people in front 
of them did not move quickly enough, began 
to push. The descent of the footway gave a 
force to the movement which it would not 
have had in a level place, and the pressure at 
the stairs became fcarfuh 
Women and 
children cried out, and men shouted. Just 
at this fatal moment a woman and girl fell 
on the steps, and results that were inevitable 
followed. Unable to pause, the ma3g at the 
st iirs began to tumble upon tfcoeo who wero 
already down. 
Confusion and hiorror spread. 
Some thought the bridge waB giving way, 
and so, before the few policemen who were 
scattered abcut the structure could control 
the crowd, twelve people were killed and 
many more wounded.

Now,

th a t v c are our own worst enemies when 
wo deceive, however unintentionally, the 
incoming settlrr. 
Wo have new become 
convinced that men desirable as ci'*ens 
are cot to be drawn to us by rose colored 
pictures, fanciful sketches of our natural 
wonders, or romantic ideas of the possibili­ 
ties of our soil r.ud climate. 
Out of these 
■convictions have priven the immigration 
agencies now at work for the peopling and 
developing of the State, and the chief of 
these agencies is beiug administered by the 
corporation referred to. 
It has the ability, 
the facilities, and-tho self-interest bo neces­ 
sary to the woi k. 
In the rapid and sub­ 
stantial settling up of the State it finds its 
own gain by ¡ocreas; i volume of merchan­ 
dise transportation, augmented paraenger 
carriage and the sale of lands, both its own 
am i those whose products will make busi­ 
ness for the road, and increase the general 
wealth and prosperity of the State. 
It 
wonld appear to the fair-minded that no 
hum an being could be found so insufferably 
a lly and nbort-i-ightcd as to raise the 
slightest objection to so competent an 
agency employing itself at its own cost in 
» work of such deep interest to all the 
p so pie of California. 
Bnt a San Francisco 
sheet has had the bad taste to exhibit its 
ow a folly, shallowness aud debased preju­ 
dice by inecring at the labors cow being 
diroctcd toward inducing desirable immi­ 
gration. 
It assumes tbai the aim3 of the 
company in this regaid are wholly selfish, 
and that it simply defires to work off at a 
round price soroo of its valueless lauds 
npou unfophisficated purchasers. 
This 
ahitseless and bac; less innuendo is scarcely 
deserving of notioe. 
It might w dl be ad­ 
m itted, we presóme, by tfco land agency 
of the company, that it is the desire of the 
-company to sell cff all its lands. Certainly 
it baa never shown a disposition to hold 
them . 
I t would seem that any ordinary 
intelligence conld comprehend that it is to 
th e benefit of the State that the lands 
should be sold. B ut we have been induced, 
not by the sneer, but by natural curios­ 
ity , to inquire iato the facts, and we find 
th a t the Immigration Agents sent out are 
not only cot confined in their solicitation 
to those who will settle on railroad lands, 
b u t actually make that an entirely sub­ 
ordinate m atter.

ing no distinction as to ownership of lands. 
Its agent in Chicago, for instance, has platB 
of thousands of acres of private lands that 
are for eale, and has not as yet received a 
si vgle plat, map or description of railroad 
lands. Before an agent was sent anywhere, 
i; is learned, all people hearing or knowing 
*of desirable lands were invited to send in 
plats and terme, and large numbers did so, 
and they are used at the agencies as freely 
as are plats of railroad lands. The agencies 
of the company are under the most posi­ 
tive instructions to present only the estab­ 
lished truth concerning the State, and to 
direct settlers to the sections best suited to 
their desires, and to inform them thor­ 
oughly and impartially as to all kinds and 
classes of lands, irrespective of ownership. 
Thus the Chicago agency is now about to 
receive from the San Diego county Super- 
vi:ors new elaborate maps and plats, and 
copious information regarding lands, pro­ 
ducts, climate, etc., in San Diego, where 
the railroad company has not an acre to 
offer for sale. 
Information regarding the 
State is drawn from all the counties, and 
the effort is to present this whole State to 
the intending immigrant, to give him reli­ 
able information as to every section aud 
product, and to open to his inspection every 
acre of i-.nd, irrespective of who are its 
owners, tho one single purpose being to 
people the State with a desirable class, that 
it may be populated rapidly, its resources 
developed and its highest possibilities 
wrought out. 
And against such a praise- 
worth scheme a San Francisco paper turns 
up its tip-tilted nose. 


MOEE 
W-TEKY 
TROUBLE. 


The whisky people are in trouble again. 
W e explained some time ago in detail, how 
the danger threatening capital locked up 
in surplus whisky was averted by ship­ 
m ent of the l’quor out of bond to Ber­ 
muda and its return to bond again, with a 
new lease of bonded life gained by the im­ 
portation. 
I t now develops that this very 
method of avoiding trouble has awakened 
new Lars. 
Section 2500 of the United 
States revised statutes reads : 
Upon the reiropoitation of 
articles ones ex­ 
ported, of the growth, product, or manufacture of 
the United States, upon which no internal revenue 
tax has been assessed or paid, or upon which such 
tax nos been u-id and refunded by allowance or 
drawback, there shall lie levied, collected, and paid 
a duty equal to the tax imposed by the interna! 
revenue laws upon such articles. 
This was the law under which the pro­ 
ducers and owners of whisky were saved 
from the ruin that must have followed, 
had the liquor on the expiration of the 
original bonded period been thrown up 
an already overloaded market, 
Tho e 
tiou would seem to be unambiguous 
it 
gave sufficient faith to owrttrs in bond to 
induce them to export the liquor and im­ 
mediately return it, and millions in value 
thus went sailing out upon the ocean, and 
immediately came homeward bound. 
But 
while thin was being done eome meddle­ 
some person entered upon a search of the 
law, and unearthed this Section (3330) : 
Every person who intentionally relands within 
the jurisdiction of the United States any distilled 
spirits which have been shipped for exportation 
under the provisions of this Act, or who receives 
sueb relanded spirits, and every person who aids or 
abets in such relaiiding or recen ing of such spirits, 
shall be ficcd not exceeding £5,000 and imprisoned 
not more than three years; and all distilled spirits 
so relanded, together with the Vessel from which 
the same were reiand.d within tlie jurisdiction of 
the United States, and all boats, vehicles, horses or 
other animals used in relanding and removing such 
distilled spirits, shall bo forfeited to the United 
States. 
This wsE enough to knock the breath out 
of all the spirit investors in the country. 
It applied literally the law would fix pen­ 
alties up into the huudreds of thousands, 
for some shippers have handled twenty or 
thirty cargoes. 
The m atter is now before 
the Secretary of the Treasury, but it is 
not likely that it will bo held to apply to 
open imports. 
I t evidently is intended 
for “ relandings ” that are made without 
payment of the duty specified in Section 
2500 ; clandestine relanding without actual 
transportation to, and entry at a foreign 
port-. 
I t was unquestionably intended to 
prevent shipments as if for export, where 
the true intent is to go only out of sight 
of land, and then return aud reland the 
liquor, in order to avoid payment cf the 
tax.

The Dominion is to have a new Governor- 
General, the Marquis of Lorne retiring in 
the coming fall. 
Lorne was appointed and 
took office late in the year IS7S. 
He has 
been a fairly ¡rood Governor, but it waB his 
misfortune to be the husband of a Princees 
of the blood royal. 
Besides, he succeeded 
Dufferip, who was an able administrator, 
and thus he waB thrown into cmbr.rassing 
contrast with a shrewd politician and a 
statesman. 
B at Lorne, if he has done 
nothing great, has done nothing of ceriou3 
wrong. 
Ha has impressed the people with 
a sense of his affability, justice and kind 
uc38 of heart, and his devotion to the best 
interests of the country. 
He has done 
much for the iudustrics^-f the country, 
has promoted very a c tiS y trans-conti. 
nental railroad lmiiding,halfestablished cor­ 
dial relations with our o|vn Government! 
and bound the Canadians by stronger ties 
to England. 
The Marquis of Lansdowne, 
who is to succeed him, is the Kerry land­ 
lord who was so bitterly spoken of as op­ 
pressive to hi3 tenants. 
He was a vigor­ 
ous opponent of the land bill, and antago­ 
nized moat of the mcaeures of the Liberal 
party. 
The Irish in the Canadas will not 
receive him with enthusiasm. 
Yet he pos­ 
sesses qualities that are essential in a good 
Governor. 
He is firm, strong of convic­ 
tion, well versed in the laws, a thoroughly 
well read man, the friend of industrial pro­ 
gress, and a far-seeing politician. 


In filling the vacant rostmaeterglvp for this city 
the almost unanimous sentiment is that the Presi­ 
dent has rnaue a mistake in not recognizing the 
wishes of the people here. If the appointment is te 
be credited to Senator Miner it evidences the ehort-

COMMIeBIOHS. 


Ilia S u tjtct of Passenger and Freight 
Rates. 
A t the meeting of the Railroad Com­ 
missioners, sitting at San Francisco, Mr. 
Foote offered tho fallowing resolution : 
Whereas, The present Baard of Railroad C.m- 
missioners rave no»- been in office for nearly five 
months, and daring that time hive made no regula­ 
tion reducing either freights or fares, or for tlie pre­ 
vention of extor iena ana ditcriminatiuns upon the 
part of any of the transporta;ion companies ; f this 
Stale; and wharcis, on the fifth day of February, 
A. I- 
a substitute for resolutions Nos. 2 ai-d 
:! V.-15 p u s h by » majority of the Board, the pur- 
i,>r- ,.f which substitute tvas that investigation 
should |ire i-li' action by this Board ; and whereas, 
tliis B- - ird has now investigated tha subject of fares 
ai d freights upon certain lines of railroad iu this 
-State, the result > i which investigation nan been to 
demonstran that l-res and heights upon said roads 
are too high, and that discriminations and extor­ 
tions have been and are now being practiced which 
are prohibited by the Constitute n and should no 
longer tie toleraie-J ; therefore, be it 
Resolved, First—That the judgment oi this Board 
is that upon the Central aud Southern Pacific Rail­ 
roads a-d their leased lines the maximum late for 
passenger fares should not in any ease exceed the 
sum of three cents per mile, ani where sa:d rates 
are now eqnal to or kss than said sum per mile they 
should remain as they now are. Second—1That the 
present charges upon said lines of laitroad above 
mentioned should be reduced at least 20 p- r cent, 
from.the freight rates lit lorce on said ro ids on the 
first day of January, A. D. 18S3. Third—That all 
discriminations which are now practxed ought at 
once to be ferbid.lt^ 
Fourth—lhat this Board pro­ 
ceed immediately to revise the tariff of freights and 
fares upon the said fines of roai, and serve copies 
of said revised schedules upon the corporations af­ 
fected thereby, so that all of said conUmpKted re­ 
ductions may go into operation on or before the 
first dap of July, A. D. 1833. 
Mr. Foots said he wanted a uniform rate 
of tare to break ujj tho discriminations 
caused by competitive points, and to en­ 
force the sale of seconel-class tickets on 
roatia not selling them. 
Ha referred to the 
statem ent of Charles Crocker that the 
Southern Pacific contemplated a reduction, 
but th at crop prospects had postponed it. 
The Board, from its recent trip, has found 
that the crop would be larger tbau since 
1S80, and the reduction ought to be made. 
The reductions, if found unequal, could be 
adjusted 
when 
complaints 
came 
iu. 
Schedules could be made from the resolu­ 
tion, and if adopted he would undertake 
to make them. 
The reduction would make 
little difference w ith the inceme of the 
company. 
Mr. Humphreys stated th at he believed 
the time had come to do something about 
freights and fares, and th at a material re­ 
duction ought to be made. 
He was en­ 
gaged on a schedule, and would present 
it iu a few days. 
U ntil then he desired 
delay. 
Mr. Footo argued that a basis was n»ees- 
aary to proceed on. 
No cne could make a 
sched ule without adopting a basis. 
Mr. Humphreys said his ides was that 
the Board should consider the difficulties 
of transportation 
in 
fixing fares and 
freights. 
. 
Mr. Foote said that all allowances conld 
bo made, even if a basis was first adopted, 
fie wanted some action taken before the 
railroad commenced to collect tariff on 
the present crop in the San Joaquin valley. 
Mr. Carpenter said that the Board was 
proceeding under a resolution 
adopted 
some months ago. 
That wae to take testi­ 
mony, and having become satisfied that 
rates ought to be reduced, then go to work 
and fix up a schedule. The resolution now 
presented contemplated a different course. 
It proposed a reduction of 20 per cent., 
right or v rong, in freights, and to 3 cent's 
per mile in fares. 
He thought the better 
way was for the members to take the 
printed schedules, go through them aud fix 
the rate between stations. 
He did not 
think a uniform rate of fare of 3 cents w»3 
right. 
Even if the resolution was adopted, 
the Board would ultim ately be obliged to 
come back to the schedule plan. 
He 
doubted if the Board could fix fares and 
freights by resolution. A t any rate he wae 
opposed to uniform reduction, but was in 
favor of a material reduction on the pres­ 
ent rate. 
He did not propose to be hur­ 
ried in making this reduction, and would 
resist all attem pts to drive him into any 
position he could not justly occupy. 
He 
believed resolutions had no place in this 
Commission. 
Nothing could be accom­ 
plished by them. 
He refused to vote for 
this one because it departed from the mode 
prescribed, aud because it was idle and im­ 
practicable. 
Mr. Foote did not claim th at the resolu­ 
tion was intended to fix rates. 
I t was de­ 
signed to form a basis for making out 
liheduleB. 
Mr. Carpenter—W ell, I have indicated 
that I will not vote for a uniform reduc­ 
tion at all. 
Mr. Foote—Very well, I understand 
you ; but this plan seems to me to be the 
only intelligent method of getting at the 
matter. 
Tnis was the plan adopted, or 
proposed to be adopted, by our predeces­ 
sors. 
Mr. Carpenter said the resolution wa3 
inconsequential and merely repeated prom­ 
ises which-ail the members of the Beard 
bad made time and again. 
He referred to 
the fact that notwithstanding the former 
Board had passed resolutions no schedule 
had ever been made. 
Mr. Humphreys said the schedule he 
was preparing contemplated reductions 
heavier on some parts of the Central Pa­ 
cific than others, but it did not effect a 
uniform reduction. 
Mr. Carpenter again said he would not 
vote for the resolution. 
He wanted to go 
to work and prepare schedules and present 
tnem for adoption, 
A uniform reduction 
was nnjust, and he was not afraid to take 
the responsibility of opposing it. 
He pro­ 
posed to do bis duty as a sworn officer of 
the people. 
“ I am ,” he said, “ as deaf as 
an adder and as blind as a bat to all that 
it calculated to deter me from an upright 
and firm course in this Commission. Here 
I am not the agent of a party, but an of­ 
ficer of the people, sworn to do my duty, 
which I shall do without fear or favor.” 
Ho said he could not vote for as low a 
rate from Auburn to Truckee as from Sao. 
ramento to San Francisco ; he could not 
vote for as low a rate across Tehachepi as 
from San Francisco to San Jose, and he 
would not. Under no circumstances, there­ 
fore, would he vote for a uuiform rate. He 
concluded by moving to lay the resolution 
on the table. 
The motion was carried, Carpenter and 
Humphreys vctiog aye, and Foote no. 
Tho Board then adjourned until Friday 
a t 12 o’clock.

Yesterday was generally given up in this 
city to the observance of the occasion—Me­ 
morial Day. No Courts were in session, many 
shops in tho city were closed, the banks did 
not opon, the Pcstoffice and the express office 
kept Sunday Lours, and many cf the princi 
pal business booses put up shutters in the 
tfiem oor, while a fow kept closed doors all 
diy. The day was delightful fcr the occa­ 
sion, and mads invigorating by a cool breeze 
from the south. The city wore a half holiday, 
yet rtfl.ctive appearance; flags were dis­ 
played ut half-mast from almost every flag­ 
staff, whiie some private houses on the line 
of the procession were draped in national 
mourning, 
During the forenoon a detail from Sumner 
PoEt visited New Helvetia and St. Joseph's 
Cemeteries, end strewed flowers «pon the 
graves of the patriotic dead there buried. 
Tee laxe i ut this city deterve the thanks of 
the boys in blue for tire interest manifested 
by their, and for their donations of beautiful 
wreathejend bouquets of flowers,'.which were 
so plentifully showered upon teem. Many 
sent flowers to tha hall unaccompanied with 
their names. The floral offerings were gen­ 
erally arranged in crcs. ea, anchors, wreathe, 
hearts and other designs, worked in the rich­ 
est tributes cf Sacramento's gorgeous floral 
wealth. The supply of flowers was bounte­ 
ous, there ii3ver before on a similar occasion 
having been so many. The largest donation 
of flowers 
from 
any one 
person was 
thirrj-tive handsomely arranged pieces from 
Mrs. W. E. Chamberlain, No. 1618 M street. 
The ladina of the Guild of St. Thekla, cf St. 
Paul’s Chnrch, met in the forenoon and ar­ 
ranged a large number of beautiful floral- 
pieces. From Mrs. Wilcox, on the lower 
Stockton road, twelve large elegant bouquets 
were received. The morning train from Fol­ 
som brought four large boxes of flowers in 
handsome designs, a contribution from War­ 
den 51cComb, of the Stats Prison, and in 
charge cf Captain J. L. Jack, of the prison 
guard. A complete iist of these sending 
flowers would include almost half the ladies 
of the ci'y.

At the conclusion of the military review 
at M and Six:h streets the troops marched to 
J and Seventh, where the Sacramento Hus­ 
sars fell in as r.n escort.

¡cry bond ; Sacramento Hussars on foot, 
Lieutenant Schumacher ia command; Col­ 
onel Sh u bar, commander of the regiment, 
with staff cfficers; First Battalion, composed 
of Company A, Captain Burks, and Company 
B, Ccpt-.iu Cook ; Second Battalion, Li-.u- 
tec ant Colonel Guthrie, com pored of Com­ 
pany C, Captain Dalton, and a portion of 
C inp .- y F, Captain Spsncer; Third Bat­ 
talion, Msjor McKee, composed of the re­ 
mainder ot Company F, under Lieutenant 
Goio, and the Governor’s Guard, Captain 
Eiseamenger; i-’umner Post, G. A. E., with 
Veterans, headed by drum corps; long Hue of 
citizens in carriages and ou foot. 
The entire 
line was under the commaud of Brigadier- 
Gencrel Carey, at the request of Commander 
Adams, of Sumner Poet. 
The line of inarch was down K street to 
Second, to J, to Tenth, to the City Cemetery. 
Along the entire route the sidewalks were 
crowded with men, women and children in 
holiday aitire. Arriving at the cemetery, a 
large crowd was found to have preceded them. 
The military halted and presented arms whiie 
the Grand Army and the Veterans moved 
Into the gr nnds. The military officors then 
dzemr unted, the troops stocked arms and 
nearly all joined in tne ixcrcisES in the cem- 
ete y. 
'The exercise?, conducted by Sumner Post, 
were in accordance with the G. A. R. ritual. 
A shor openicg address by Commander Ad­ 
ams was foffowed by the reading, by Adju­ 
tant Skinner, of the geceral orders from G. 
A. E. headquarters. The old soldiers then 
sang “ Tenting on the Old Camp Grcnnd,” in 
choru-, and prayer was offered by the Chap­ 
lain. 
Vv. C. Melville then read an appropri­ 
ate poem by Will Carlcton, consisting cf eight 
verses, entitled “ Cover Them Over,” the 
first and last stanzas of which are ; 
Cover them over with beautiful flowers; 
Deck them with garhuuis, those brothers of ours; 
Lying so silent, by night and by day, 
bleeping the year; of tbeir manhood away : 
Y’ears they had marked for the joys of the brave ; 
Ye irs they must waste in the sloth of the grave. 
Ail the bright laurels they fought to make bloom 
F 11 to the earth when they went to the t nib. 
Give them the meed they have won in the p art; 
Give them the honors their merits forecast; 
Give them the cliaplets they won in the strife; 
Give them the laurels they lost with their life.

The Reformed Presbyterian Convention at 
Pittsburg, Pa., ia still discussing the question 
of instrumental music in the churcheB on Sun­ 
day. 
The Government’s till relative to agricult­ 
ural h ddicgi passed to a second reading in 
the Lnglisn House of Commons Tuesday 
evening. 
A fire occurred in the Putiloff Iron Works, 
at St. Petersburg, causing a loss of 300.000 
roubles. The workshops ware destroyed in 
which the rails were made, 
A telegram from London of May 20th 
says : England hae, as a result of the war be­ 
tween the Bechtuan&s and Boers, made a 
colonial gain of great importance. 
Alexander Kennedy, of Isbister, who was 
instrumental in freeing British North Amer­ 
ica from the Hudeon Bvy Company and an­ 
nexing that section to Canada, is dead. 
In the English House of Commons yeitsr- 
day afternoon the bill empowering the local 
authorities in Ireland to improve dwellings 
of laborers passed to its second reading. 
The State Department has received infor­ 
mation from our Minister to Japan to the 
effect that the money appropriated by Con­ 
gress for the return indemnity was paid over 
April 19th. 
Count Z tcharoff, agent of the Allan Steam­ 
ship Line at Galwpy, Ireland, has received a 
letter threatening him with death unless he 
quits the city. He has been engaging factory 
girls to go to Massachusetts, 
It is reported that Lord Derby will not 
give his sanction to the annexation of New 
Guinea by Queensland. It is stated, how­ 
ever, that he has agreed to allow the estab­ 
lishment of English stations on the coast of 
that ibland. 
A t a meeting in London of the Mexican 
Railway Company, the Chairman complained 
that the Mexican Government had granted a 
subsidy to the Iuterocean Railway Company 
in violation of the Mexican Railway Com­ 
pany's exclusive right, 
Peter’s Pence has continued to decrease so 
rapidly in the last few mouths that an ap­ 
peal, addressed to all Bishops, is being pre­ 
pared by the Pope, urging them to awaken 
the faithful to the necessity of providing 
funds for the needs of the Holy See. 
Captain James Sanderson, who went to 
Milwaukee in 1835, and at one time owned 
nearly ail the land on which Milwaukee is 
built, died Tuesday at the Home of the Sis­ 
ters of the Poor, aged 93. 
He was once 
wealthy, but died in abject poverty. 
The steamer Jack Gumbert, plying be­ 
tween McKeesport and Elizabeth, Pa., Btruck 
a rock in the river four miles from McKees­ 
port, yesterday morning, and sunk in a few 
minutes. About a dozen passengers were on 
board at the time, but all were rescued. 
The steamer Britannic has returned to 
Queenrtown with her crank shaft out of or­ 
der. The mails have been landed and will 
be taken by the steamer Republic. Tho flaw 
was discovered in the shaft on Sunday, when 
the steamer was 600 miles west of Fastner. 
The 330 Mormon proselytes who arrived at 
New York in the steamer Nevada Saturday, 
[as;ed through Chicago tn route to Salt Lake. 
There were about 150 English people in tbe 
party, about 100 Swiss and the rest from 
Belgium, Sweden, Norway, Russia and Scot­ 
land. 
Plans were filed at the Bureau of Buildings 
in New York, Tuesday, for an alteratiop, to 
cost §100,000, in tbe Milis building, at Broad 
street and Exchange place. 
An extension in 
Exchange place is co bo raised to tho hight of 
ten storiep, to corm pond with the main 
structure. 
The clearing-house exchanges last week 
were quite favorable, for gaiuB appear in 
comparison with laet year not only r.t New 
York, and not only in the aggregate outside 
of New York, but at several cities where 
there has recently been a decline in the vol­ 
ume of traffic. 
Ex-Congressman Murch is making good 
prog re ia in the preparation cf the case to bs 
presented before the Investigating Committee 
appointed to examine the charge against tfce 
office of the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury Department, and Architect Hill 
now thinks best to secure counsel. 
Mrs. Melville, wife of Engineer M- lville 
of Arctic fame, who separated from her hus­ 
band owing to alleged ill-treatment, has for 
several months been living with friends in 
Philadelphia, on their charity. 
Becoming 
tired of being dependent, she has cow 
started a fashionable dress-making establish­ 
ment at North Sixth street. 
Ira E. Howard, of Franklin, l’a., was nom­ 
inated at Pittsburg yesterday for State 
Treasurer by the Prohibition Home Protec­ 
tion party. Tbe State Convention, now in 
session, adopted as a platform a declaration 
of principles enunciated in the platform of 
the National Prohibition Home Protection 
party. John R. Fordham, of Scrantou, was 
nominated for Auditor-General. 
Surrogate Ferris, of Buffalo, N. Y., has 
rendered a decision opening the probate of 
the will of Mrs. Caroline C. Fillmore, widow 
of the late President Millard Fillmore, to 
permit her relatives to present their claims. 
These relatives were not remembered in the 
will, and did not appear before the Surrogate 
till the will had been admitted to probate. 
The probate ia now opened on their applica­ 
tion. 
The annual meeting of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company was held in New York 
yesterday. President Houston reported that 
tho Act prohibiting tho immigration of Chi­ 
nese had caused a falling off of several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars, but that tho number 
carried to British Columbia made up for this 
loss. Tbe total earnings for the year were 
54,102.76-1 ; expenses, §3,190,506.
